They formed a human chain into that boiling surf, under water half the 
time themselves, and when that fellow at the post of greatest danger—the 
extreme end—reached out his hand for me and gave me that good old 
Masonic grip, I choked with just a little bit more than sea water.” 

What a thrill must have gone through the Brother on the shore when 
he heard that call from the drowning man! Into his answer went the 
splendid assurance of help at any cost. 

Courage! Not the word, but the thing itself, the renewed strength, 
the assurance of success, the determination to succeed, the faith in ex- 
pedients, all these went forth in the brave answer. Like leaping flame 
this courage went from omne to the other of those heroes on the shore till 
wholly forgetful of self, knowing only the Brother's need, they entered 
the raging surf and dared all in order to do all.

It is in the heat of the day, while we are in the conflicts and turmoils 
of daily life, that we need to know that there is One at the helm whom we 


can trust. 


In the noon time, then, “God is above all storms" will be the key to 
quieting all fear. When the earth storms beset us and the rain falis, 
we go quietly on with our work, knowing that back of all shines the sun. 
Why should we not think this also of God who is the sun of our life, who 
is back of all this world of cause and effect? Why should we falter, fear- 
ing that our strength will give out; that dire misfortunes will come to 
us, when we know that above all reigneth the Omnipotent? We find our-

During his trance condition, Mr. Chanler 
was perfectly conscious of the remarks made by 
those present, who beheld with awe the singular 
change of his features, transformed to that of 
the "death mask” of the Great Napoleon. ‘The 
likeness was not alone striking, but (outside 
mind phenomena) marvelous aud inexplicable. 
—EDITOR.] 

Joun ARMSTRONG CHANLER's first descrip- 
tion of the action of what he calls his ** X-fac- 
ulty,"writes the Herald correspondent, and 
his first entrance into a trance, in February, 
1897, is contained in a letter and an opinion 
from Dr. H. C. Wood, of the Universitv of 
Pennsylvania, which was part of the evidence 
in the case, which was concluded yesterday 
by the decision of the Albemarle County 
Court that Mr. Chanler was sane. 

The opinion was dictated by Dr. Wood in 
the presence of ** Mr. Childe,” which was the 
name med by Mr. Chanler in Philadel- 
phía after his escape from Bloomingdale. In 
this opinion Mr. Chanler makes the following 
statemeut as to the way in which he first 
passed into the condition which he terms a 
"Napoleonic" trance : 

“In communicating with my X-faculty by 
means of vocal automatism, which is also 
one of my trancelike states, I was informed 
by my X-faculty that it would like me to go 
into a *Napoleonic trance. It gave me to 
understand that I would represent the death 
of Napoleon Bonaparte. This was in Febru- 
ary, 1897, upon, or shortly after, my arrival 
at the Hotel K., in New York City. 

“My X-faculty did not tell me what to do 
in order to produce the so-called trance. It 
merely informed me that when the time came 
it would instruct ine what to do to produce 
the trance. 

“A distinguished sculptor, Mr. S. G., call- 
ing at the Hotel K. shortly after my arrival, 
while I was in bed in the evening, my X-fac- 
ulty gave me to understand, without Mr. S. 
G. knowing it,that it would be the proper 
time for me to enter into the Napoleonic 
trance. 

"I asked Mr. S. G. if he would like to see 
meentera trance. I was interested myself, 
from a scientific point of view, to know just 
what I would do in a trance, never having en- 
tered one before. I was also interested to 
know whether the prognostication of the 
X-faculty regarding my face and features 
Strongly resembling those of Napoleon Bona- 
parte in death was accurate or false. 


BEGINNING OF THE EXPERIMENT 

“Mr, 5. G. expressed keen interest to see 
mein a trance. 

*I then took, under the direction of my 
X-faculty, a small hand-mirror which I used 
for shaving, in both my hands, and, holding 
it rigidly extended above my head, stared at 
ту eyes for several moments without result. 

“I did not know but what the experiment 
was about to prove abortive and ridiculous. 
It was one of the most daring experiments I 
€ver entered, for that reason. 

."After а minute or two of complete pas- 
Sivity and rigidity, for the first time in my 
life I experienced the entrance to a trance. 
It is excessively interesting as an experience. 

“The first symptoms were slow, d

breaths, utterly involuntary on my part, 
gradually increasing in force and frequency 
until they resembled what I imagine are 
death gasps, by which I mean a man dying 
and gasping for breath." In replvto а ques- 
tion from Dr. Wood as to whether he had 
еуег seen a man die gasping, Mr. C. said he 
had not. Memoranda from Dr. Wood that 
the description is not accurate. 

* These gasps continued to increase in fre- 
quency and my mouth to distend and remain 
open to its fullest extent. 

“This continued for several minutes, I 
should judge ten, though I have no means of 
judging; I simply guess. At the end of the 
supposed ten minutes my hands slowly placed 
the mirror on the bed, my eyes closed and 
the Napoleonic death trance, $0 called by my 
X-faculty, had begun. 

"Of course, I cannot judge, having my 
eyes shut, of the resemblance of my features 
and face to those of Napoleon Bonaparte in 
death. All I know is ужа the remarks of 
the persons who have witnessed this Napo- 
leonic death trance. 

* Mr. 5, G. asked me to desist, and said it 
was very affecting; that he was unaccus- 
tomed to seeing one in a trance, and asked 
me not to enter into it again in his pres- 
ence. 

Question by Dr. Wood—Were you con- 
scious during this time? Answer—Entirely 
conscious during all this time. " 

“І mentioned the occurrence а few days 
later to Mr. S. W. and Dr. E. F., when they 
were both visiting me; they expressed a de- 
sire to see me in the trance. I entered it un- 
der the same conditions as before, Mr. S. G. 
Mr. W. was so affected by the trance that he 
acted as though he were literally in the pres- 
ence of death, whispering in a reverential 
tone to Dr. E. F., ‘It is exactly like Napo- 
leon's death mask. l have the photograph 
of it at home.’ 

“І afterward asked Mr. W. whether he had 
made that remark to Dr. E. F., and he ad- 
mitted it frankly." 

Question by Dr. Wood—How do you come 
out of these trances? Answer—By effort 
of conscious will.

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tion and expression of Ideas. In 
the kingdoms below Man there is 
no need for Intelectual re- 
sources; though even in these 
realms, as in all throughout Na- 
ture, the reign of Intelligence is clearly 
discernible. 

Life is made more enjoyable and useful 
by individuals expressing themselves, One 
man, giving to the world an idea, has been 
tlie means of increasing the happiness and 
aiding the progress of the whole human 
race. 

There are many philosophers who fail to 
realize the value of expression. They гес- 
ognize the power of thought, and tell us to 
meditate and concentrate, but their philoso- 
phy ends there—they stop with subjective 
idealism. 

Now, there is a considerable degree of 
interest, instruction, and even definite prac- 
tical results to be got out of dreaming and 
contemplating. Only we should not stop 
there. We ought not to ignore the privi- 
lege man possesses of giving materialization 
to ideals.

Tt is 
Thought that makes every work it crowns 
to be a work of art. 

Until one’s work 18 raised to the pinnacle 
of Art, it is in the most germinative and 


the capabilities of doing excellent work— 
every one of them. It is an Era of inspira- 
tion we live in, and young and old may, if 
they choose, avail themselves of its rejuve- 
nating and vivifying benedictions. 

The road of unfoldment and attainment 
has been cleared by the heroes of the past; 
everything is in our favor; we have none to 
blame but ourselves if we remain at a 
standstill. 

People who wilfully keep themselves en- 
closed within the confines of past haunts 
and habits cannot expect to have a clear 
view of Life as it really is. What they see 
must necessarily be modified and limited by 
their narrow preconceived opinions, which 
are so small simply because they actually 
stood in their own light and placed barriers 
against their own mental and physical 
progress, 

A Spirit of Freedom must pervade one’s 
consciousness if there is to he any develop- 
ment. Ideas are within the storehouse of 
our consciousness all the time, hovering 
behind the scene of material action, as it 
were, like angelic messengers; but if we 
continue to seal them up and practically 
refuse to think, we cannot expect to mani- 
fest the results that spring from these inner 
forces alone.

This is not to infer that one is called 
upon to think in any strained fashion; on 
the contrary, a measure of indifference is 
all-essential for the best thought; alertness 
does not imply strenuousness; concentra- 
tion does not mean worry.

One is not to 
try or strive so much—not to make so 
much effort exactly—for is not faith a 
power, and does not faith necessitate a 
calm, free-from-care composure? 

In a word, one should obey the suggestion 
or idea of the moment, without making any 
fuss about it.

And then one needs to look out 
for the little purpoe^less moves, Economy 
of tíme and energy is what is wanted. 

There are two thoughts that trouble dif- 
ferent people. or the same people at differ- 
ent times. One is the thought that there 
is such a long while to wait for one's ex- 
pectations, and the other thought is that 
Lee is rapidly coming on with disaster and 

cath, 

Interesting and useful work makes one 
both patient and hopeful. When one is 
engaged in something with a worthy object 
in view the hors. and days fly like light- 
ning, thus bringing us nearer the finished 
product, nearer the long-desired goal. Here 
is a donble purpose gained by obedience to 
a Bright Tdea—a pleasant pastime and a 
hastened fruition of results. 

Both the process and the product should 
and may be a source of enjoyment. There 
is no joy greater than the art of achieving, 
unless it is the completed work and the 
conscionsness of one's nuthorship of the 
same.

Then we need our periods of calm medi- 
tation and repose; in fact, these are often 
the best movements to make. and are par- 
ticularly fraught with possibility for the 
man who has become accustomed to inces- 


But we do not always pay much heed to 
the promptings of experience. We need ro 
be reminded so often of our privileges and 
duties, Thus we are often made to go 
through similar circumstances, when if we 
were wide-awake we would have the advan- 
tages that come with change. The brave 
man will not run away from trials and 
difficulties, but neither will he forever con- 
fine himself in the same routine of sur- 
roundings. He will conquer conditions and 
then move on to conquer other conditions 
That is to say, he will see that his experi- 
ences and circumstances are steps toward 
ever-higher attainment. 


There is such a thing as being too rest- 
less, as there is such a thing as being on 
the go and doing nothing. Why do people 
go to the extreme of nervous strain or the 
other extreme of indolence? Especially 
when the middle way of system and concen- 
tration offers such. rich rewards. у 

We know that the best way to act is to 
be wide-awake and responsive to the op- 

rtunities afforded by our own minds—to 
forsake every slovenly habit, using this ad- 
jective especially as it represents diffused 
thinking and execution. Anything that will 
hefp us to thus concentrate our mental and 
physical energies may indeed be welcomed, 
for we all require the stimulant of outside 
incentive.

This revolving globe con- 
tains the material and resources for 
geniuses by the million. Even now we can 
see that much. How much more of its 
wondrous and boundless potencies shall we 
discover when there is a greater and world- 
wise expression of Idens! 

Let not men be afraid to think. Let ns 
not minimize ourselves, If this Universe 
is the play of the Infinite, of which our 
ersonalities аге tabernacles. mediums for 
eic manifestations, we cannot dare to 
count our capacities as of small value, 

And our Ideas, our Ideals, represent the 
foundations of our capacities, do they not?

ESIHESE are days when every word 
|| spoken is pregnant with good ог 
iil to those who hear it. There 
are so many sensitive souls who, 
like ARolian harps, respond to 
the lightest vibration, and every 
thought or word going forth 
from us is, as it were, breathed upon them. 
We must see that it is fraught only with 
that which is comforting and inspiring. 

I received a letter a short time ago 
which began by saying: “I must thank you 
for your kind werds. They have helped 
me more than I can say, for at this time 
I have.so many burdens," ete. The writer 
little knew how much her words meant to 
me, for I, too, seemed heavy-laden, and 
these appreciative words were cups of re- 
freshment to my thirsty lips. As it is 
with ourselves, we find it is with others—a 
little word will help us far on the way. 
Our trials may be very different; one word 
may mean more than another, and yet 
with thoughtfulness we can soon learn 
which word to speak. 

There are many now who need faith— 
the kind of faith that will make them still, 
trusting moment by moment that every 
supply will be met, all necessary conditions 
fulfilled. "T'osuch, the word “peace,” spoken 
from the heart that is trustful, will be like 
oil upon troubled waters, It may have to 
be spoken often or held quietly in the mind 
in connection with the one to be helped. 
There can be no real faith as long as 
there are unrest, fearfulness, anxiety. 
These are tempestuous thought-waves that 
will engulf those who think them. And it 
is this word “peace,” dear hearts, which I 
wish you to receive as a breath of bene- 
diction. Perhaps you have thought of the 
word many times before, perhaps you have 
eyen sat down in the silence and tried to 
feel the realizing sense of its quality, but 
no matter how many times you have used 
it before, use it now. Let it be your 
watch-word for a month, let it be as a 
magic talisman to lift you out of despond- 
ency, forebodings or any troubled emotions. 

Consider what kind of peace it is. It is 
not the kind that comes after having eaten 
а good meal, or having received а present, 
or having been invited to a party. It is 
the kind that fills the whole being with a 
nameless calm. It is the kind that Paul 


describes as the peace that passeth un- 
derstanding, ‘This must be because it 


cannot be described. It can be known only 
ns it is experienced. It is the kind of 
which Jesus said: "Му peace I give unto 
thee, not as the world giveth.” It is the 
kind that quells all turbulence of the emo- 
tions, that brings into the mind beautiful 
pictures of pacivity and calmness, such 


pictures as we find in the 23d Psalm. It 
is the kind of peace that dwells with us as 
au ineffacenble memory, even when it has 
passed away as experience. When we can 
feel this peace it will enable us to pass 
days and nights of perfect tranquillity. even 
though our cupboard may be bare and our 
pocket empty. 

You may think this is not possible, but, 
dear hearts, it is, There are hundreds of 
people to-day who are being fed as though 
by ravens, day by day, not knowing where 
the next meal will come from. Аге they 
sitting down with no effort to do anything 
to obtain supplies? Are they merely wait- 
ing in passive expectation that a raven will 
come to them? No, they are doing what 
their hands find to до, knowing that their 
Father will send, in His own way, their re- 
ward. And He does. This wonderful peace 
of mind with which they work and in which 
they dwell is like a great, calm, broad- 
bosomed river upon which ships, laden with 
supplies, float to them. More plainly 
speaking, their placid state draws to them 
friends, opportunities or even supplies of 
whatever kind they need. 

Have you not read the wonderful experi- 
ences of the faith-workers, such as Dr. Cul- 
lis, of Boston, who built and sustained for 
years a Consumptives' Home through his 
faith in the Divine power? He had no 
money to begin with, but he prayed and ђе- 
lieved that his prayer would be answered. 
It was answered in a most marvelous way. 
Money and supplies of all kinds were sent 
to this institution without any outer seek- 
ing. In the same way George Muller, of 


England, founded and carried on an Orphan 
Asylum. In the same way Mrs. Mary 
Whittemore, of New York. founded the 
“Door of Hope” mission. In the same way 
hundreds of institutions are being founded 
and sustained. Their splendid, steady 
faith, their unyielding peace put them in 
direct relation with the Giver of Gifts and 
made it possible for them to receive the 
answer to their every prayer. 

You and І may not have a Consutaptives' 
Home or an Orphan Asylum to support. 
We may have only ourselves or our families 
to look after. Is there any reason why we 
máy not have the faith and consequently 
the peace that puts us in touch with God? 
Let us see. "Try it for one month. Live 
the faith-life, be at peace and see if it is 
not true that your prayers will be an- 
swered. It is only when the mind is at 
peace that we know how to pray, beliet- 
ing, and it is this kind of prayer that will 
be answered. ^efore you pray, then, ђе 
sure that your heart has peace, the peace 
that comes of this wonderful faith. 

Here are a few sugzestions, if you would 
like something more practical, for if we nre 
to practice a month we must have a deti- 
nite plan as to how to proceed, In the first 
place always be sure to go to bed with the 
most peaceful thoughts in your mind. In 
order that you may be more fittingly pre- 
pared for this peaceful mood, retire to your 
room а little earlier than usual. After 
everything is ready and you are robed for 
the night, taking care to have plenty of 
fresh air in your room, sit down quietly 
and spend at least three minutes in tak- 
ing long, deep breaths, thinking the word 
"peace" as you inhale. After you have 
paid especial attention to the breath for 
this length of time, merely hold the word 
in your mind. Realize its quality and let 
it sink into your very soul as it were. 
When you find that you are growing calm, 
again breathe out *peace," realizing that 
you are giving a benediction of peace to 
the world. Breathe it in, realizing that 
you are receiving it. After you have spent 
a few moments thus, you are ready to make 
your request. Then retire, Having the 
thougbt and feeling of peace so deeply im- 
pressed upon you, you will sleep well and 
in the morning rise refreshed and joyous. 

Before leaving your room, repeat the 
same exercise as you did the previous even- 
ing. Carry the thought of peace with you 
all day. In whatever you do, be sure of 
that background, as it were, in which you 
rest. If anything occurs to disturb you, 
either mentally or physically, take a few 
deep breaths with the thought of “peace” 
and in a few moments you will find calm- 
ness again possessing you. Thus go on 
from day to day, practicing “peace,” and in 
a month you will scarcely know yourself to 
be the same being that you are to-day. 
This is the word that you will not опју 
breathe in, but breathe out continually. 
A little word, but a blessed one, which 
will carry benedictions to all who come 
within your sphere. 

Do not be discouraged if at times you 
feel in a perfect vortex of emotions quite 
contrary to peace, Keep right on, do your 
breathing, resolutely turn your thought 
away from every suggestion that would 
lead you astray. It is doing the thing at 
the crucial moment that counts. This ја 
what will break up the old habit and 
check all tendencies to defeat. No matter 
if you find yourself sobbing with heart- 
break, Foy tide of sorrow by saying 


“peace,” iking, breathing “peace,” even 
though the tears .Still rain down your 
cheeks. Very quickly they will cease : 


very quickly the new and desired mood will 
come. It is practice, as well as will to do. 
that brings results, and it is practice that 
brings power. So the practice of the idea 
and ideal of peace will bring tis into the 
consciousness of the Divine realm wherein 
is all spiritual power. 
“The soul's vision clears when the golden 
gates of its inner life are closely shut upon 
the outside world.

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Cardinal Gibbons in Praise of Pope Leo XIII 


AT the recent silver jubilee of the Pope 
observed in Baltimore, Cardinal Gibbons 
spoke in part as follows: 

“For nearly two thousand years the 
bishop of Rome has been the most сопвріс- 
nous figure in the theatre of publie life. 
The name of the sovereign pontiff is indel- 
ibly marked on the pages of ecclesiastical 
history. It is intimately and inseparably 
associated with the progress and enlighten- 
ment and the Christian civilization of the 
world. 

“As we nre commemorating to-day the 
jubilee of our holy father, Leo XIII, it is 
proper I should make some especial allusion 
to the life of that illustrious pontiff. 
Joachim Рессі, the family name of the 
Pope, was born on the 2d of March, 1810, 
He has consequently entered upon his 03d 
year, and has almost spanned a century. 
He was ordained in December, 1837, and 
was consecrated archbishop in 1843, nearly 
60 years ngo. He was already an archbish- 
op. before the vast majority of this congre- 
gation were born, and he has already lived 
longer in the episcopate than any of his 
predecessors. He was created a enrdinal 
in 1853, and was raised to the chair of 
Peter in 1878. Only two Popes have ex- 
ceeded Leo in longevity, and only three su- 
preme pontiffs have ruled the universal 
church for a longer period, namely, St, 
Peter, Pius VII, and Pius IX., and, if Leo 
survives another year, be will have been 
bishop of Rome longer than even Peter or 
Pius VII. 

*Of the 260 Popes wlio have in the 
chair of Peter, few of them have exerted a 
wider and more beneficial influence on the 
social, politieal and the religious world 
than the pontiff now happily reigning. He 
іѕ а consummate statesman, as well as an 
enlightened churchman. In the course of 
his pontificate he has issued a series of mas- 
terly and luminous eneyclicals which have 
served as moral landmarks to his spiritual 
children and have commanded the respect 
and admiration of the civilized world. 

“In the encyclical which appeared in 
1885, treating of the constitution of the 
Christian states, the holy father clearly 
demonstrates that the Catholic church can 
adapt herself to all forms of civil govern- 
ment. When I was invited to Rome by the 
Pope in 1887 to receive the insignia of a 
cardinal, I delivered an address in the 
Church of Santa Maria in Trastavere, my 
titular church, and as I took this eneyclical 
for the text of my remarks, I cannot do 
better than to give the following abstract 
of the sermon which was pronounced on 
that occasion: 

~ ‘Our holy father, Leo XIIL, in his lu- 
minous encyclical on the constitution of the 


Christian states, declares that the church 
18 not committed to any particular form of 
civil government. She adapts herself to all, 
She leavens all with the sacred leayen of 
the Gospel. She has lived under absolute em- 
pires, under constitutional monarchies, and 
in free republics, and everywhere she grows 
and expands, She has often, indeed, been 
hampered in her divine mission. She has 
even been forced to struggle for existence, 
wherever despotism has cast its dark shad. 
ows, like а plant shut out from the blessed 
sunlight of heaven. But in the general at- 
mosphere of liberty, she blossoms like the 
rose. For myself, as a citizen of the 
United States, and without closing my eyes 
to our shorteomings as n nation, I say with 
а deep sense of pride and gratitude that 
I belong to a country where the civil gov- 
ernment holds over us the рів of its pro- 
tection without interfering with us in the 
legitimate exercise of our sublime mission 
as ministers of the gospel of Christ. Our 
country has liberty without license, and au- 
thority Without despotism, She rears no 
wali to exclude the stranger from coming 
among us. She bas few frowning fo i- 
tions to repel the invader, for she at 
peace with ail the world. She rests secure 
in the consciousness of her strength and her 
good will toward all, Her harbors are open 
to welcome the honest emigrant who comes 
to advance his temporal interests and find 
a peaceful home, but, while we are ac- 
knowledged to have a free government. per- 
haps we do not receive the credit that be- 
longs to us for also having a strong govern- 
ment, 


"I may here remark, parenthetically, 
that, since our war with Spain, Europe has 
been impréssed with our military power. 

"Yes, our nation is strong, and her 
strength lies, under the overruling guidance 
of Providence, in the majesty and suprem- 
acy of the law, in the loyalty of her citi- 
zens and in the affection of her people for 
her free institutions. ‘There are, indeed, 
grave social problems now engaging the ear- 
nest attention of the citizens of the United 
States, but I have no doubt that, wit 
God's blessing, these problems will be solved 
by the sound judgment and common sense 
of the American people without violence 
or revolution, or any injury to individual 
rights.’ 

*I know not whether Providence will 
spare me to pay homage to other supreme 
oontiffs, but whether my life is short ог 
ong, or whatever may be the future line 
of Popes sitting in the chair of Peter, I 
shall always cherish a special filial affection 
for and the tenderest memories of Leo 
XIII."

We are not by any means overestimating 
the blessings of the clean heart and the 
right spirit. Seek to understand what the 
ancient Hebrews implied by "heart." The 
term "heart" connoted with them not only 
а vital organ of the body, but also the cen- 
ter of the soul life, the seat of the moral 
sense, the source of all lofty impulses. Is 
it any wonder, then, that an ancient Bib- 
lical philosopher should have said: "Keep 
thy heart with all diligence, for out of it 
are the issues of life"? (Proverbs iv, 23.) 

Тће man of clean heart is sure to ће one 
Whose sonl is studded with the cardinal 
Virtues of purity, honesty, righteousness, 
justice, benevolence, mercy nnd love. He 
holds God within himself and brings more 
of God into the world. Man is in this 
world for moral elevation, for spiritual up- 
liftment, for godly unfolding. This and 
naught else is his mission. Let him there- 
ore pray for the clean heart, sponsor for 
the execution of life's holy task. 

And let him pray not only for the clean 
heart, but also, ns the Psalmist puts it, for 
the "right spirit" in the sense of "firm 
spirit.” Simply praying for the clean heart 
is of no avail, What man needs when he 

as implored God for this priceless gift is 
determination,  resoluteness, self-control. 

he strength to resist temptation is the 
most important factor in the struggle for 
morals, Praying for а clean heart and pur- 
suing wickedness will not only not make 


man one iota better, but will make him con- 
temptible in the eyes of God and his fel- 
lows. It should be remembered that man 
is то а great extent the master of his fates. 
and that the fault is not in his stars, but 
in himself, if he is given to godlessness. 
Self-control not only admits of, but actually 
requires, cultivation. No man has as yet 
failed in conquering his spirit who has 
made the effort. Nor has any one ever pos- 
sessed moral strength without the careful 
schooling of the will, Moral men are not 
born. ‘They are trained. What men pos- 
sess at birth is potential godliness. What 
a blessing it is for man that he needs to 
co-operate with God in the granting of the 
wish which forms the burden of our sub- 
lime prayer! ‘Chose treasures are prized 
most for the acquirement of which men 
have to struggle, while treasures gotten 
without effort, as a rule, lose their value. 
Let every one pray for the creation of a 
clean heart and the renewal of the right 
spirit, for it is morality which counts for 
most in life, and resoluteness is the test 
of man's worthiness. “Let not the wise 
man glory in his wisdom, neither let the 
mighty man glory in his might; let not the 
rich man glory in his riches" (Jeremiah 
ix, 23.)

For the better understanding of this dis- 

parity in the human family, А. J. Davis 

recommends less knowledge of the laws of 


Moses and more of the laws of Nature. 
He classes the principles of the Divine 


government into laws, Physical, Organic 
and Moral and defining the relation of 
these principles to each other he writes: 

“The Physical laws are those principles 
which control the forms and general phe- 
nomena of the external world. They gov- 
ern outer circumstances, and also, to a 
considerable extent, the material organism 
of man. ‘These Physical laws are, in mod- 
ern works on Natural Philosophy, termed 
combustion, decomposition, cohesion and 
gravitation. These laws are fixed and in- 
variable; operating with as much precision 
and potency in one department of creation 
as another. 

“The organic laws relate to all physio- 
logical or functional forms of matter. They 
differ from the physical laws in this: They 
relate exclusively in their sphere of mani- 
fest operations to all organized matter, such 
as possess forms, forces and motions. Тћеу 
refer particularly to man, to the material 
department of his nature and his physical 
health: harmony and happiness depend to 
& great degree upon the uninterrupted oper- 
ation of these laws in his personality. 

“The Moral laws come into action ex- 
etusively upon the highest plane of Crea- 
tion. They have strict reference to reason- 
able, intelligent, moral or spiritual beings. 
They fix the sentiment of justice in the 
soul; the inherent consciousness of Right 
and Wrong—the feeling of having duties 
to discharge and moral obligations to ob- 
serve, The Moral law is active only in the 
human mind. It is paramount in import- 
ance to every other law; hence it is im- 
planted in the mental constitution of man, 
like the tree of knowledge in the fabled 
Garden of Eden. 

"Now. inasmuch as man is constructed 
upon physical, organic and moral princi- 
ples, which are fixed and invariable, it fol- 
lows that his happiness depends upon his 
obedience to these laws; that to disobey 
and disregard their positive requirements is 
to be deformed and miserable. Obedience 
invariably brings with it its own reward; 
disobedience its appropriate punishment. 
Or, to speak strictly philosophical, every 
action is succeeded by its natural, legiti- 
mate consequences. The government of 
God. therefore, may be said to rest, so far 
as it relates to mankind, upon physical, 
organic and moral Jaws; and that all re- 
wards and punishments, all penalties and 
chastisements flow, not from any volition 
or special interposition of Deity, but from 
the obedience or disobedience of these es- 
tablished laws by man. Hence it is within 
man’s power to be either happy or miser- 
able. ‘The means of happiness lie about 
and within him, to use which as his wisdom 
and nature demand; and the Deity never 
sends from Heaven any rewards for good 
deeds nor punishments for bad ones; be- 
cause His laws are sufficiently perfect to 
punctually administer bappiness or misery 
to the obedient or disobedient creature, and 
always in strict harmony with the extent 
of the fidelity to, or with the magnitude of 
the transgression of, these universal and 
inexorable principles. This philosophy, as 
you probably perceive, is based upon Na- 
ture: not upon the doctrines inculcated in 
the Book of Job. According to this phil- 
osophy of the government and punish- 
ments of God, there is never any occasion 
for special or mysterious providences or 
Divine dispensations. The laws of Nature 
are adequate to all rewards and just pun- 
ishments, * * * 

“The Physical law relates, as I before 
said, to the material or external world; 
also to the corporeal organism of human 


beings. And it will be seen that this law 
cannot be infringed upon without an ap- 
propriate and corresponding amount of 
punishment. If a man should throw him- 
self from the top of a tree he would most 
certainly fall to the earth and receive the 
legitimate consequences of his violation of 
the physical law. In obedience to this 
law, a stone thrown into the air will re- 
turn to the earth. In obedience to this 
law, the sun, the moon, the stars revolve 
and travel through the bending skies with- 
out interfering with each other or the 
earth. In obedience to this law, the flow- 
ers unfold upward, the dews ascend to form 
rain, and the rain descends to moisten the 
earth. In accordance with this law, the 
whole universe is maintained in state of 
eternal equilibrium. 

“Now, a perfectly righteous man, so far 
as the organic and moral laws are con- 
cerned, is not exempt from the legitimate 
workings of this law. Should the Angel 
Gabriel himself, in a physical body, walk 
over the Niagara Falls, he would experi- 
ence a severe fall or loss of outer life, be- 
cause simply he had violated the physical 
law which governs the equilibrium and re- 
lation of all things. Nor would it make 
any difference in the magnitude of the pun- 
ishment had he known the consequences 
before experiencing them ; neither would he 
suffer less if he had violated the law by 
accident, for the consequences which sue- 
ceed the transgression of the physical law 
are visited alike upon man or animal, saint 
or sinner: because it does not refer to the 
moral Jaw, hence is never attended with 
moral punishments. <A tree, stone, beast or 
man would be rewarded or punished in a 
similar manner by obedience or disobedience 
to this physical principle. * * * 

“The Organic law determines the relation 
between animate and inanimate—between 
those things which are and those things 
which are not in a state of functional or- 
ganization. In obedience to this law an 
organized body placed in a bed of burning 
coals would soon experience disorganization 
as a consequence of the violation. And 
every creature, whether animal or human, 
would receive precisely the same effect if 
preceded by a similar transgression. The 
fool and the philosopher would alike de- 
compose in a perfectly heated furnace; so 
would each experience the legitimate con- 
sequences of taking an overdose of cicuta 
or any other poison. Here you perceive 
the moral law does not come into action: 
for the man and beast are alike treated 
under the operation of the physical and 
organic laws, and always in proportion to 
the extent of the obedience or disobedience 
or infringement, Again, if a man places 
himself in harmony with the organic law, 
he is certain of corresponding happiness. 
But if he should place himself out of har- 
mony with these laws, and become intem- 
perate in his diet, exercise, and in the 
gratification of the lower propensities, he 
would experience pain and bodily disease, 
although at the same time he may be the 
most religious and philanthropic person in 
the world.. © * * 

“The Moral law refers particularly to 
the mind. It gives birth to all ideas of 
duty, of right and wrong, of individual re- 
sponsibility. A man is always punished in 
proportion as he infringes upon his sense 
of right, although this sense may be par- 
tially developed or altogether, and in some 
educational. A wild animal, having no 
connection whatever with the moral law, 
may destroy a large number of human lives 
without experiencing the least disturbance 
of mind; but a man, having the Jaw written 
upon his nature, “Thou shalt not kill? 
should he destroy an equal number of hn- 
man beings, will certainly suffer internally 
to a degree proportionate to the extent of 
his convictions of right and wrong. 

“Those who do not know how to reason 
upon the principles of the Divine govern- 
ment are always in the dark as to the mvs- 
terious providences and dispensations of 
Deity. To such persons the world is re- 
plete with the mysteries of godliness, and 
the ways of God to man are dark and un- 
searchable, They cannot understand why 
—ndmitting this philosophy of rewards and 
punishments to be correct—why the good 
and pious man is frequently afflicted with 
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pains and bodily diseases, while the evil and 
blasphemous: person is as frequently in the 
enjoyment of perfect health. The problem 
of the success of the bad man when the 
good man fails is yet unsolved in many 
minds. But I perceive no mystery in the 
matter, because I have learned to discrim- 
inate between the physical, organic and 
moral laws. There are none absolutely 
righteous. One man may set at defiance 
all the requirements of the moral law, but 
that same man may live perfectly con- 
sistent with the requirements of the phys- 
ical and organie laws, and consequently, 
while he is deprived of internal peace and 
delight, he would enjoy all the legitimate 
results. of his obedience to the lower laws 
of his being in the form of physical health 
and organic vigor. Another man may dis- 
regard all the requirements of the physical 
and organie laws; may eat too much, too 
fast, too often, may exercise too little or 
too much, may be intemperate in various 
ways, but he is, notwithstanding, very hon- 
est, pious and hospitable—obeys the Ten 
Commandments—does not “walk in his 
garden on the Sabbath, but reverently to 
and from meeting,” and yet he is, perhaps, 
like the Poet Job, laboring under severe 
bodily affliction. Disease has laid its ruth- 
less hand upon him: he is deprived of many 
physical and intellectual comforts, and 
were this person a clergyman he would 
probably say: “he arrows of the Almighty 
are within me, the poison whereof drinketh 
up my spirit; the terrors of the Lord do 
set themselves in array against me.’ 

“Now, many people fail to perceive the 
equity of the administration of rewards and 
punishments in the case of these two indi- 
viduals; hence argue the necessity of fu- 
ture retribution, But a little reflection 
will make this matter very plain. One man 
is diseased because he is suffering the con- 
sequences of violating the physical and or- 
сапіс laws of being; the other man is per- 
fectly healthy because, although he con- 
stantly violates the moral laws, he keeps 
the lower laws of his nature free from any 
description of infringement. So the moral 
man suffers from physical transgressions, 
and the physical man suffers from moral 
transgressions. ‘There cannot be any con- 
fusion in the operation of these laws: they 
operate, to a certain extent, independently 
of each other, and always with the most 
positive and perfect justice. 

“A man is certain to reap whatever he 
sows. These laws ‘render unto every man 
according to his deeds’ in the present state 
of existence. If he sows the grain in Hart- 
ford, he reaps the harvest in Hartford— 
not in New York or Boston. And if he 
'sows wild oats', he 18 certain never to get 
wheat in return! "Thus it is that justice 
is exercised toward every man in the gen- 
eral providence of God. 

"It is sometimes asked: ‘How can the 
man be punished in this life who has com- 
mitted every species of outrage, who has 
crimsoned the ocean waters with the blood 
of hundreds of good, pious and virtuous 
men? Му response to this question is 
very plain. First, the man has transgressed 
the moral law, hence, if punished at all, he 
must of necessity receive a moral punish- 
ment. Second, his punishment must be in 
exact proportion to his inward conscious- 
ness or condemnation of wrong; the conse- 
quence of his moral transgression will, in 
other words, be visited upon him according 
to the consciousness of the transgression. 

“You now ask: ‘Is this all the punish- 
ment so wicked a man receives? In reply 
I am impressed to reaffrm that the laws 
of Nature are so perfectly arranged, and 
80 positively certain in their operations, 
that no person can escape the legitimate 
consequences of his actions, be they good 
or evil, but some persons oppose what they 
term ‘facts’ to this theory and say: ‘There 
are individuals who suffer more in com- 
mitting a petty larceny than others do in 
murdering their fellow-beings. And, again, 
some men suffer severely in committing the 
first murder, but the second crime is less 
thought of, and the third is committed with 
apparent pleasure,’ 

“True, here seems a difficult problem to 
solve by the foregoing philosophy ; but it is 
merely a seeming difficulty. I think we 
should judge not according to appearances, 
but with a ‘righteous judgment.’ If you 
could see into the hidden nature of that 
wicked man you would recognize the nature 
of his punishment—the consequences ог 
penalties of his crimes, all distinctly writ- 
ten, not by an angel in the skies upon а 
book in the courts of Heaven, but by the 
angel of his heart, upon his moral consti- 
tution, * * * , 

“You will all acknowledge, I think, that 
the finest, most harmonious minds are capa- 
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ble of the highest, most heavenly enjoy- 
ments. The best ear catches the best 
sounds; the clearest eye sees the most beau- 
tiful things; the soundest body enjoys the 
most material existence, and the keenest 
moral faculties receive the most perfect 
happiness. _And you will also acknowledge 
the plain fact that he who impairs his 
physical health not only suffers pain, but 
is also deprived of much physical happi- 
ness; so likewise he who disturbs the har- 
mony or blunts the sensibility of his moral 
system, not only experiences the immediate 
results of the shock, but also impairs his 
ability to enjoy the highest happiness of 
the inward spirit. 

"Suppose, for illustration, you place your 
finger in. contaet with the fire, According 
to organic law, disorganization of the parts 
would ensue. The textures and nerves 
would lose their normal properties, and the 
intringement would be attended with intol- 
erable pain. Now, if you should repeat 
this act frequently, the work of disorganiza- 
tion would be terminated, and insensibility 
of the part would follow. You will per- 
ceive that the pain is the smallest portion 
of the punishment. You may now place 
the same finger in the fire with perfect 
impunity—without pain. But the maxi- 
mum portion of the punishment consists in 
the Joss of the finger; consists in your 
inability to use it pleasurably as you did 
previous to the transgression, 

"Suppose, again, you violate the organic 
law by the immoderate use of spirituous 
liquors. At first your punishment consists 
in languor, headache, sickness, and so on; 
but by a frequent repetition of these or- 
ganie transgressions, the same quantities of 
these liquors may be taken without pro- 
ducing any sensible effect. You continue 
the practice without suffering as you first 
did; therefore the question now arises, 
‘How is the transgressor punished accord- 
ing to his deeds? Не is punished, I reply, 
in the diminution of his enjoyment. True, 
there is some enjoyment in the uncontrolled 
gratification of the animal propensities, but 
that enjoyment is the same that the brute 
experiences—it is low, bestial and miser- 
able! Thus he is punished in proportion 
to the magnitude of the offenses, 

"Suppose, again, you turn & pirate. You 
are erue], dishonest and blasphemous. You 
set at defiance all the requisitions of the 
moral law, and in the exercise of your 
power you destroy a fellow-being. ‘In the 
beat of the contest’ you care nothing as to 
the aet, But when a quiet hour arrives 
the horrors of that deed look you boldly 
and acevsingly in the face. Your suffer- 
ings are intense; but you blunt your sen- 
sibility by aleohol and soon forget the first 
murder in the second; this in a third, and 
80 you become used to horrors and murders 
and care very little about them. 

“Now the question is, 'How is this man 
adequately punished for his manifold trans- 
gressions of the moral law? I answer, he 
is punished by a moral loss, or by being 
positively deprived of those exquisite en- 
Joyments which constitute the heavenly 
state. "The proper development and exer- 
cise of the moral faculties and powers con- 
stitute the happiness of Heaven. But the 
pirate is in a low, negative state; his en- 
Joyments, nt best, are but bestial, and he 
sustains the grent calamity of an impaired 
or indeyeloped nature. 


"But even this punishment would be eas- 
ily sustained were it not for the fact that 
this life is but the commencement of an 
endlessly progressive existence! A man 
might ‘sear his conscious’ by habitual 
trime—might indulge in the ungoverned 
gratification of his own animal inclinations 
шіре reduce to that of the brute, but 
the consequences of his transgressions do 
hot cease with the act of transgressing. 
Here is the important point. Here we 
must continue to be philosophical. "Тһе 
tonsequences which follow the violation of 
the physical or organic laws generally cease 
With this life; but the superior law—the 
moral law—the higher law—that which 
transcends all other laws—lives immortal 
in the human soul! ТЕ a man violates his 
Moral sense before he sleeps. he will cer- 
tainly feel the consequences thereof on the 
following morning. Nor. does it make any 
difference within him whether on the morn- 
mg he awakens on earth or in the Spiritual 
World! He takes the record of his moral 
Violation with him—on his moral constitu- 
tion, and when he becomes fully awakened 
to his condition in the Spirit Land, he 
readily perceives and feels the legitimate 
fonseqnences of his deeds, whether good or 
evil.. He sees and feels that his punish- 
ment consists in the small degree of happi- 
Ness which at the time he is only capable 
of enjoying. He sees and feels that he has

ae Che science of man's whole nature,’ 
Says George Combe, ‘animal, moral and in- 
tellectual, was never more required to guide 
him than. at present, when he seems to 
wield a gants power, but in the applica- 
tion of it to display the ignorance, selfish- 
ness, wilfulness and absurdity of an over- 
grown child, 

"History has not yielded half her fruits, 
and cannot yield them until mankind shall 
possess à true theory of their own nature. 
Many persons believe that they discover 
evidence against the moral government of 
the world in the success of individuals not 
greatly gifted with morals and intellect, in 
attaining to great wealth, rank and social 
consideration, while men of far superior 
merit remain in obseurity and poverty; 
but the solution of this difficulty is to be 
found in the consideration that success in 
Society depends on the possession, in an 
ample degree, of the qualities which so- 
ciety needs and appreciates, and that these 
bear reference to the state in which so- 
ciety finds itself at the time when the ob- 
servation is made. 

“In the savage and barbarous conditions, 
bodily strength, courage, fortitude and skill 
in war lead a man to the highest honors; 
in a society like modern England commer- 
cial or manufacturing industry may crown 
an individual with riches, and great talents 
of debate may carry him to the summit 
of political ambition. In proportion as so- 
ciety advances in moral and intellectual 
acquirements, it will make larger demands 
for similar qualities in its favorites. 

“The reality of the moral government of 
the world appears from the degree of hap- 
piness which individuals and society enjoy 
in these different states. If unprincipled 
commercial and political adventurers were 
happy in proportion to their apparent suc- 
cess, or if nations were as prosperous under 
the dominion of reckless warriors ns under 
that of benevolent aud enlightened rulers, 
or if the individuals who compose a nation 
enjoyed as much serenity and joy of mind 
when they advanced the bold, selfish and 
unprincipled to places of trust and power, 
as when they choose the upright, benevolent 
and pious, the dominion of a just Creator 
might well be doubted. But the faets are 
the reverse of these." 

* * ж “For physical happiness, obey 
the physical laws; for organie happiness, 
obey the organic laws; for moral happiness, 
obey the moral laws; but let it be remem- 
bered that one set of these laws cannot be 
violated without, to some certain extent, 
disturbing the peace of the economy of life. 
The moral law holds а superiority over 
every other law, and this is the most im; 
portant principle for every man to obey.

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REFINEMENT BY SPIRIT $

НЕ question that presents itself to 
an inquiring mind is: Is not all 
matter a gradation of spirit sub- 
stance? We are prone to classify 
matter as one thing and spirit 
as another, when, in reality, we 
have no right, upon the basis of 

logical deduction, to do so. 

For the purpose of this article we will 
consider spirit as a form of matter; and 
we must therefore endow it for the present, 
then, with being a mode of motion capable 
of expressing energy, developing heat, con- 
tracting under cold, and expanding in its 
tenuity like the denser form of substance 
that can be handled by touch and observed 
by the eye in this condition. We cannot 
disprove the association of spirit and mat- 
ter. Will if be easier to prove their asso- 
ciation? Let us see! But let us under- 
stand that the proof of any proposition lies 
in the fact of having proper relations of the 
conditions brought under comparison; and 
if we can show a fixed relation of spirit to 
matter, the proof is there, though we may 
not be able to discern the spirit side. The 
object of the illustration which will follow 
is to show that all matter is but a form of 
gradation: that we are at the coarser end 
in this existence, and that this gradation 
ean extend out beyond us to a continued 
subtlety that reaches beyond the conception 
of matter as we see and know it here; but 
it is matter. none the less. 

Let us take an iron bar a foot long and 
one inch thick; and we will presume (for 
the demonstration) that this bar can be 
revolved in front of us at right angles to 
its longest axis, by some power that would 
have no limit; the bar to revolve in front 
of us as we would take a pencil between 
the fingers of both hands and hold it in 
front of us and turn it. А very simple 
illustration, apparently, with which to 
prove the gradation of matter. But let us 
see where it leads us to! "The bar as pre- 
sented is sensible to our touch, shows color 
when we look at it, can be heard to give out 
a note if struck, is without odor if clean, 
and would produce a metallic taste if 
touched with the tongue, Such are its con- 
ditions if we observe it in this state of 
matter. 

Now, we will begin to revolve it—at 
first, slowly; then accelerate its speed of 
revolution. As it begins to revolve, we 
place the hand upon it, and find that it is 
cool: but as the speed increases, the bar 
begins to gather heat, and its temperature 
rises, Now we revolve it faster and faster 
and faster, and watch the changes—its 
speed ever increasing at every revolution, 
It gets hotter at every turn, and finally be- 
gins to glow, and a painful sensation is 
now the result of touching the bar. But 
as it gets hotter, and increases still the 
speed of its revolution, it begins to give out 
a dull, low note. This note now begins to 
rise with tbe increasing speed. But an- 
other change is observed. ‘The color of the 
bar has changed also. From being at first 
& dark gray, it has assumed a bright red 
hue. In this state it is giving out heat, 
color and sound. Already the conditions of 
the bar have materially changed. But we 
still speed up its revolutions, and under 
the possibilities of the assumption first 
made, it must endlessly continue to gather 
speed. 'The changes in its condition, which 
at first appear moderate, and well within 
the range of the observation of our senses, 
now become more violent. Тће dull, cherry- 
red glow gives place to other colors of the 
spectrum, as the heat becomes higher and 
the wave lengths of light shorter, and every 
whirl on its axis adds the approach of a 
succeeding wave color greater in number of 
vibrations to the second than the previous 
one. The dull, musical hum also has risen 
in the treble until a note of a high pitch 
has taken the place of it. Now, at this 
point the bar is changed from every in- 
herent condition which characterized it be- 
fore it started on its endless revolution. 
But we can still touch it, see it, and hear 
its musical tone. At this point let us in- 
quire why we can hear it, see it, and be 
sensible to touching; for these answers 
must constitute something of our conclu- 
sions. We are sensible to touch because 
the nerves are competent to be vibrated by 
contact with substances of certain densi- 
ties; we can see because waves of light 
within certain ranges will affect the optic 
nerve (vibrate it). We can hear because 
waves of air within certain ranges will 


affect the nerves of the ear (vibrate them). 
Now, we turn our attention again to the 
revolving iron rod with its accelerated 
speed, and find it has taken on the color of 
violet, the highest color that can be seen by 
the normal, and the sound, which was of a 
high pitch and musical, has become a shrill 
note, that no longer produces harmony to 
the ear. Now mark the final change which 
will appear! Suddenly the bar disappears 
from sight, the note ceases to be heard, and 
it cannot be felt. “A remarkable state of 
facts for the physical senses to contem- 
plate! But the bar is there, nevertheless. 
It has simply passed out of the range of 
physical observation, because it has ac- 
quired a rate of vibration beyond our abil- 
ity in this state to appreciate. But the 
revolutions on its axis, being still inereased 
by limitless power, will soon turn the iron 
into a revolving mass. of gases, which in 
like manner must be decomposed or sepa- 
rated into finer substance, because of the 
limitless energy impelling their rotation. 

Give us a higher rate of vibration in our 
existence here, and we сап see wonders and 
stranger things than are dreamed of in the 
philosophy of Horatio. We would then 
ise to question the wisdom of woe, or the 
satisfied smile of the fool who knows not 
the law that gave him birth under a low 
order of vibration; and we could lift the 
dull note of his intellectual mass chord to 
that pitch that would bring unseen beauties 
to his wondering gaze. The revolving iron 
bar, with its ever and ever changing colors, 
as it speeded higher into the limitless tenu- 
ity of matter, would be a plaything for his 
master reason to decipher, instead of a con- 
fused mass of color and form, to flit upon 
his fancy as a foolish foible. 

If we but remember that the energy of 
any soul is as limitless as that soul, we 
could give intellectual and spiritual rota- 
tion an impetus that would ever present 
new beauty to every increased vibration, 
and the law of matter would be but the law 
of spirit for all the purposes and demands 
of an eternity of existence, Whether the 
two ever touch each other would matter 
but little to us as long as the desire for 
knowledge could be satisfied upon the plane 
of one, with the other ever stepping away 
from us as we approached, but still leaving 
its vibrations to harmonize our thoughts 
and bodies in the ever outward search for 
the resting-place of both. The power that 
drives the mighty engines is an invisible 
substance called steam; but because we 
cannot see it, makes it none the less effec- 
tive for our purposes and needs. It is pos- 
sible, bold as the assertion may seem, to 
establish a mathematical equation between 
spirit and matter; and when Laplace for- 
mulated his theory of nebule, it was noth- 
ing less than the balance of matter on one 
side to Law on the other; and the Law 
(or the Spirit) was as intangible to him 
as the quill pen that formulated the Law 
was tangible to his touch. If thought is 
substance, which we have good reason to 
believe is the fact, then it must come under 
that same law that gives energy to spirit as 
well as matter; and if thought is subser- 
vient to this energy, then it complies with 
the conditions of rotation imbedded in mat- 
ter, and is itself a rotating substance which 
the will directs. And if it has rotation, it 
has direction, and that function implies 
motion, and motion implies friction; and if 
the deduction is correct, then thought has 
color according to the intensity of its mo- 
tion or rotation; and therefore, if properly 
directed, will give out heat, color and light, 
as the iron bar does in this form of matter. 
If our reasoning be correct, then what is 
the difference between the rotating mass of 
iron and the rotating mass of thought sub- 
stance, except that one be finer than the 
other? The range of action of the iron 
bar is limited to visual observation here of 
а piercing stare called an eye, while the 
range of thought can sweep around a curve 
in its rotation so great that luminous orbs 
whose light takes 500 years to reach us are 
but recording points along the arc of its 
travel. Every time that spirit makes an 
effort in matter it produces light by the 
fact of this attempted rotation. Whether 
it whirls into matter under self-conscious- 
ness, or whether it produces consciousness 
by contact with matter, we know not. It 
is incessant in its attack, destroying the in- 
harmonies which we build in matter, and 
refining them by rotation until they give 
out the wholesome colors of elevated 
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thought in their departure from the gross 
waves that emanate from gross matter. 
It is a question, well to ask, if matter 
itself is not being refined by this rotation 
of spirit? The distant star that rises to 
the view at stated periods of time never 
meets the vision in the ваше place; our 
earth never occupies the same place at any 
given point of tjme, while it is driven 
around its endless orbit, under the impell- 
ing force that commands it to rotate and 
revolve. It cannot go back whence it 
started, and there being no limit to space, 
it must ever go on to seek that destiny that 
controls its path. But matter, no more 
than thought, can always give out the same 
vibrations as a constant. The music of its 
note must rise higher, to keep in accord 
with the spirit energy dependent upon it 
for its Worlds grow as a child 
grows! "The rotating process of spirit lifts 
the man out of his shell of matter in this 
form and carries him to a higher state of 
matter; the same Power gives a limit of 
usefulness to the rotundity of a planet by 
the destrnetion of its form, and beckons ita 
quivering elements along higher planes of 
light to be kissed by their higher waves of 
force and gently welcomed into higher 
affinities, for the production of higher life, 
higher love and higher labor.

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2 UT into the infinity of Life must 
we go to learn the causes of our 
evolutionary progress in all 
forms of life.

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True Opulence 
By Edward M. Dawson, Jr., in Mind 


PU L ENCE does not mean me rely 
riches; it means far тоге, 
Money is simply one phase of it, 
or, we may better say, the re- 
sult of it. It is its shadowing 
forth on the material plane. 
While true opulence necessarily 

brings material prosperity with it, never- 

theless it is a state of mind, not a material 
condition, so many imagine. It is what 
we all insensibly seek; for, when obtained, 

“gll things shall be added unto ns." 

It may be objected here that there are 
many rich men that manifest scarcely а 
spark of genuine love and have almost no 
spiritual development, so deep are they 
sunk in materialism—so entirely do they 
come within the category “of the earth 
earthy.” ‘These may even һауе acquired 
wealth by unjust dealing, by cruel oppres- 
sion and extortion. Why, you say, should 
these men manifest opulence? Neverthe- 
less, they possess it in some of its manifold 
forms, such as energy, foresight, fertility of 
resource, ete, These must reap their har- 
yest, and in time be pictured forth in the 
world of matter. ‘Their possessors have no 
faith in spiritual laws, it is true; but they 
have a blind (though none the less unques 
tioning and thorough) confidence in t 
own ability to meet any and all eris 
The moment this confidence is shaken, how- 
ever, they аге apt to lose all they have 
gained, since they have no firm anchor for 
this faith. And frequently, when a man of 
this stamp has nmaüssed a fortune, it is 
more like а millstone round his neck than 
other for he does not know the true, 
as Well as truly pleasurable, way to spend 
it—that is, by helping others. He imagines 
that, since by his own strenuous efforts his 
fortune was made, it should all be expended 
for his own peculiar and personal ends; 
and in carrying out this idea he never ob- 
tains true satisfaction. There is always 
something just above his reach that, Tan- 
talus-like, he feels he must have, and that 
eludes his grasp. This restless reaching 
out is caused by the revolt of the God with- 
in him against materialism—the desire to 
express the highest attributes of Being. 
Until these are expressed, there are never 
present the deep-seated joy and content 
that come to the man that lives up to the 
best he is conscious of. 

Then, too, it may be said that many writ- 
ers historians, poets—many spiritually- 
minded and cultured people—are almost en- 
tirely without means. They possess the 
higher qualities that make for opulence, 
and, as far as mentality and spirituality go, 
are opulent in the best sense of the term; 
but they Jack the energy, the foresight, the 
prudence per haps, that are indispensable to 
the material picturing forth of opulence. 
Yet how ine omparably richer and grander 
a genius like Columbus, poets like Homer 
and Dante, than men whose only boast is 
that of material riches! Who of the 
thoughtful and wise, if they had to choose, 
would not prefer to be one of the former 
class? Not that money should be under- 
valued, nor that we should not give due 
credit and admiration to the perseverance 
and energy that, starting at nothing, have 
thread by thread woven the gigantic fabric 

of a huge fortune; for money is a great and 

good thing if used wisely. It is only a 

curse when misused—when applied to op- 

pression and wrong. It may and should be 
simply a stepping-stone to culture and 
benevolence. 

The truly opulent and successful man is 
a compound of both qualities. He has all 
the grit, the energy, the perseverance, the 
forethought of the ' materially successful 
man, as well as (ће highest and noblest of 
inspirations and motives. He cares not for 
money in itself, knowing it to be just во 
much metal or paper; yet he strives to 
make it, since to help himself and others it 
is hecessary to do so. However, he will 
not деђаве himself in order to gain in a 
monetary sense, since he knows by so doing 
he loses in moral stature, He prizes his 
own integrity far more than he does a few 
paltry dollars; therefore, cheating and 
“sharp” business practice are impossible to 
him. And others, assured of his honesty 
and squareness, instinctively deal justly by 
him. He does not have to pinch and 
Scrape, for he has faith in the assurance of 
that unfailing supply. Не fears no "rainy 
day," and dares to spend or invest his last 
cent, since he is certain that to-morrow 
Will bring with it the sure solution of all 
Problems.

Should а patient 
come to you claiming heart disease, when 
the physical disturbance was nothing but 
indiges i, do not deny his claim audibly, 
lest he be offended. It is not necessary to 
patient a diagnosis of his actual 
condition, because sometimes this would but 
intensify his fears. 

“In actual disease deny its permanency 
and affirm health. For example, in case 
of a cold, deny its permanency and declare 
positiveness for the patient, and as his 
vibrations are raised, direct the Cosmic 
Force through his body.

site alreudy occupied by another building 
without first clearing the ground. You 
could take out an old brick and put а new 
one in its place till the new house was 
built; but it would require a much longer 
time than it would to tear down the old 
structure. first. 

“Third. In ordinary treatment, take the 
left hand of your patient with your right 
hand, that the Cosmic Force may enter 
your left side and pass out at yonr right, 
or positive side, into the left, or receptive 
side, of the patient. 

“You should remain in a positive condi- 
tion of mind while treating in this manner, 


ises tne 


or your own personal magnetism or life 
force will be drawn from you with the Cos- 
mic Force into the patient. 

"Fourth. In case of depleted mental 
condition of a patient, in epilepsy, insanity, 
and in spinal trouble, place your right hand 
upon the top of the patient's head while 
giving the treatment. This position throws 
the eurrent where it is most needed. and 
the result will be more nearly immediate. 

"Fifth. In cases of cancers, tumors, 
boils, swellings, or any kind of separate 
growth, cover the affected part with a 
white silk handkerchief, and then place 
your right hand over it while giving the 
treatment, 

“The object in doing this is twofold. 
First, by covering the growth with the 
handkerchief, you do not see it and are bet- 
ter able to picture perfection in its place; 
and second, by placing your hand upon the 
affected part you bring the current of force 
directly into it, and this conseryes force. 

“Sixth. Keep your left hand off the pa- 
tient when treating. 

“Otherwise you form a complete circuit 
with him, and as the new life goes into him 
through his left hand or side, you draw his 
old. worn-out or demagnetized atoms into 
yourself, thereby lowering your own rate of 
vibration, and bringing « physical condition 
upon yourself similar to what you are try- 
ing to relieve. 

"Seventh. In separate growths, use the 
highest shade of the particular Cosmic 
Force or color you have selected to use 
for your patient. 

“Suppose you desire to use green; then 
treat with the ultra ray of green, because 
that is the highest rate of vibration of that 
color and will bring the quickest results.

When 
the X-ray—which is now known to be one 
of the highest shades of green—is thrown 
upon ап individualized growth, it immedi- 
ately commences its disruptive process, and 
much better results are obtained than with 
the knife. Its limitation is like that of 
surgery, that it does not reach the 
blood ; equentiy, if the germs are 
through the blood of the patient, there will 
be a return of the disease. But if the 
ler places his hand over the affected 
part and uses the ultra shade of the Cos- 
mic color selected, and directs the current 
through the entire system, the germs will 
be destroyed, and a return of the disease 
will be impossible. 

Concentrate on the aura of the 
patient to get his predominate color, and 
then ask of the Universal Consciousness 
that the color may be known (0 you. 

“This should be done in case you are not 
clairvoyant, and do not see Cosmic colors 
at will.

Demand of Deity that you may 
be used as an instrument for It to manifest 
through.

Shall the worst or best 
be made of existing conditions? We take 
direct issue with the host of noble men and 
women who, with the best of intentions 
and with artistic skill, have drawn, framed, 
and hung up vivid pictures of human mis- 
ery.
